Boy Scouts (ages 11 to 18) belong to a Boy Scout Troop and advance through the 
various Scouting ranks by satisfying various rank-specific requirements. They begin 
with the Scout badge, then Tenderfoot Scout rank, Second Class Scout rank, First Class 
Scout rank, Star Scout rank, Life Scout rank, and Eagle Scout. The first year goal of a 
Scout is to complete Scout, Tenderfoot, Second Class and First Class requirements. By 
the time a Scout is working on his Star rank, he is also working on merit badges. The 
following table shows how many merit badges are required for the upper ranks. 


Merit To Include From 
Badges Eagle 
to Earn Requirements 


NOTE: To complete this rank s requirement, a Scout must have all 
of the following: First Aid, Citizenship in the Community, 
Citizenship in the Nation, Citizenship in the World, 
Communication, Cooking, Personal Fitness, Emergency 
Preparedness OR Lifesaving, Environmental Science OR 
Sustainability, Personal Management, Swimming OR Hiking 
OR Cycling, Camping, and Family Life.

There are over 130 merit badges that Scouts can work on and we have identified the 
merit badges and related insignia that Amateur Radio Operators can help Scouts earn: 


Merit Badges Related Insignia 


Communication - Language Interpreter Strip 
Electricity - Morse Code Interpreter Strip 
Electronics - Amateur Radio Operator Rating Strip 
Emergency Preparedness 

Radio 

Search and Rescue. 


For a Scout unit (Troop) to offer Scouts a merit badge, they must have someone 
recognized by the local Council as a Merit Badge Counselor or MBC for that specific 
badge. The MBC does not need to know anything about Scouting. They simply need 
to be experienced and knowledgeable about the information relating to the merit 
badge. BSA provides merit badge requirements handbook that explain the material 
and the requirements. All the MBC needs to do is work with Scouts 30 minutes a 
week helping them understand the information, then initial their “blue card” to show 
they completed a requirement.

To become a MBC, one must do three things: 


1. Fill-out and submit an adult volunteer application to the local Council 
office.

2. Fill-out and submit a Merit Badge Counselor application to the local 
Council office. Form is online... http://www.scouting.org/filestore/ 
pdf/34405.pdf 


3. Complete a 40-minute interactive video on Youth Protection.

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The 2015 North Carolina QSO 
Party, Chairman's Report 
Marty Young, W4MY 


With the holiday season now in the books 
its time to look ahead to the next big event. 
Here we go again! We on the committee have 
been working hard to grow this event, and 
2015 is shaping up to be the best ever. There 
are two things on my bucket list for NCQP 
that I'd like to see in my lifetime. First is to 
have someone sweep all 100 NC counties. 
That might be easy for the Rhode Island QSO 
party, but pretty ambitious for North Carolina. 
Secondly that we surpass 500 logs submitted 
after one single event. We've got a ways to 
go, but the vision is there! And one thing 
here, we don't want to diminish the quality of 
the NCQP experience for the sake of numbers. 
When you guys submit a score, that's a 
reflection of your station and operating 
prowess. We look at the numbers of logs and 
counties worked in much the same way. It 
tells us on the committee how well we are 
doing our job making NCQP an event in 
which hams want to participate. 


To that end we are striving to make 
NCQP a premiere QSO Party where radio 
enthusiasts of all stripes want to participate. 
Contesters and Rag Chewers alike. We can 
all get along, right? Listening to you all and 
tweaking the event that everyone wants to get 
into, and submit their log, is ever present in 
each committee member's mind. OK, on to 
the highlights and changes in 2015. 


Categories remain unchanged for this 
year. The new Mobile Lone Ranger category 
was a success last year giving some of the 
small rovers a chance to compete where they 
otherwise would be overshadowed by the 
more serious dedicated driver teams. The 
Expedition (QRP) category has been a little 
anemic so here's a plug for you QRP'ers to get 
out those Altoid tin radios and show us what 
for! 


The most frequently asked question I 
always get in the fall leading up to the 
committee meeting is what NC counties are 
slated for bonus status. Since we took that 
automatic decision away from Cherokee and 
Dare, this causes a bit of buzz and 
anticipation. This year its Person and Surry. 
We needed to give the expeditioners an 
incentive to go to these very under 
represented (in terms of QSO's logged) 
counties. What is the draw for an 
expeditioner to go to a bonus county to 
operate? Well, handing out QSO's worth 50 
points [in addition to the regular points earned 
for a valid QSO] gives everyone a big 
incentive to search and work you. And, of 
course, working QSO's is fun! Right? 


Speaking of bonus points, we have added 
in some new bonus stations. NI4BK (USS 
North Carolina Museum Battleship) and 
W4DW (RARS_ Official Bonus Station) 
remain unchanged for 2015, earning a 
participant 50 extra ticks each in their score 
for working them. This year we have Bill, 
K4CIA, in the contest as a bonus. Bill was 
the winner of the first NCQP in 1970 and is 
still a top operator today. It's our honor to 
have him in this capacity for 2015. Also, the 
committee is activating NC4QP which will be 
manned by the committee members ourselves. 
We're going to pass that call around amongst 
ourselves (one at a time) to get the bonus 
activated on Phone, CQ, and Digital. It will 
be in different parts of the state, on different 
modes, at different times. So, including 
stations in the bonus counties, that is six 
opportunities for working a bonus. As an 
added incentive, if you sweep the bonus and 
get all five, another 200 points is added on top 
of the 300 you already get. That's a 
possibility of 500 points! In many cases, Ist 
and 2nd between tow top operators could 
come down to the bonus points!

2015...Oh, the map is up now on the website to 
see which counties have ops who have 
announced their intentions to participate. We've 
got some new pictures of us on the general info 
page, be kind with your comments!

Many have asked for this information that could 
help in deciding where to go to activate in lesser 
covered areas of the state. 


So, at 1500 UTC (10am EST) on March 1,

QSO Party will start. I hope everyone reading 
this is making plans to be on the air then, and 
surely to submit their log afterwards. The 
process couldn't be any simpler. There are 
many ways to do it. If you are a seasoned 
contester, just go to the website and read the 
rules and go. For those not so experienced, 
clubs are a great place to learn how to do it. We 
have great clubs in NC, and I haven't visited a 
bad one yet! Folks from all over the world will 
be looking for NC stations, why not get on the 
air and work ‘em?
